Ghosts prowl at night through the 


region of the Tay-cho-pe-rah, dead 
men paddle their canoes across the 
lakes, buried treasure sends bubbles 
and gurgles and eddies upward from 
the places where it sank in Mendota; 
prehistoric Indians return to wor- 
ship in fantastic ceremonies^ before 
the crude earth heaps, or mounds, 
paper, cities rear their shifting haze 
of buildings. 


Count those ghosts ?—no, they are 


innumerable. 
But come with me to the Capitol, 


climb those smooth marble stairs, 
and step out upon the roof. The day 
s clear—you can see 50 miles over 
a region pregnant with romance, 
shimmering in beauty of emerald 
shore fringing azure lake. In the 
foreground the check-rows and plats 
of houses and stores, beyond the 
mosaic of countryside; huddled about 
and around the five lakes: Mendota, 
the great; Monona, the beautiful; 
Waubesa, the Swan; Kegonsa, the 
Fish; and Wingra, the Duck or Dead 
Lake. 


Along the crests of those hills were 


once hundreds of Indian Mounds, 
animal, effigy, burial . mounds, all 
built by some tribe of which we 
know little or nothing. Reasonably 
sure, 
it is that the builders were 


ancesters of the Indians .in (Wis- 
consin, Winnebagos) and not separ- 
ate people as was once supposed; 
but from whom they learned the art 
of construction, we can only hazard 
or guess. 
Three thousand years 


ago, perhaps n.ore, those men came 
to .America by the way of Bering 
Straits crossing from the northern 
portion of Asia, trade sprang up be- 
tween them and the peoples of Chi- 
na and-Japan, and one legend even 
credits a Buddhist priest with visit- 
ing Mexico about 5O A. D. nearly 
a thousand years before Columbus 
started on his search for the Indies 
and mistook-America for the prom- 
ised land." 


And those Indians possessed a 


civilization ' known ' only 
to 
^us 


through the relics they have left 
behind: copper implements made 
from the copper of the L:ike Super- 
ior regions, and .tempered into tools 
harder than any white man has ever 
accomplished, fish-hooks, nose rings, 
spear heads, arrow points all made 
of copper. There are again occas- 
ional amulets for 'their pipes or for 
other ceremonial implements, made 
of stone so hard it will cut glass, 
yet ground smooth and pierced by 
two or four holes. Again one may 
find a bone dagger, hard dried, bone 
so sharp1, it 'jtuts -like a'kntfe^-^used 
perhaps to settle tribal and' personal 
disputes 
as 
effectively as 
any 


"Apache" .of Paris uses .a stilletto 
for the same; purpose today. 


Next came' the' Winnebagos, the 


Sacs, and Foxes to'live agreeably in 
a country where game was plentiful, 
where grapes and plums,- and the 
prairie potato grew in abundance, 
and where the fish swarmed in the 
waters. 
They were happy, those 


Indians, they had little trouble in 
obtaining food and clothing, 'they 
killed each other in as manly a fash- 
ion as did the. whites on the batte- 
fields of Europe, and their young

men were taught.the chase and the 
war-path, their young women the 
arts of corn field .and wigwam. . 


That, then; is the country aa the 


white man kn,ew it first. But look 
to the westward where the Blue 
Mounds top the horizon. At that 
place'or near there- the Indians oncu 
dug for lead. Later a small village 
sprung up on the Military road 
which' ran from Prairie dii Chien'to 
Fort Winnebago at 
Portage, via: 


Mt. Horeb, and that village was call- 
ed Porkerville,' later renamed Blue 
Moonds. Near by was the prospec- 
tive city of -Beaumontr-a p'aper city 
which bid for the state capitol as 
di'd every other town in the state. 


Then let your your gaze rest near- 


er upon a long line of hills which run 
just the other 
side 
of Middlcton 


and only a few .miles outside'the city 
—:the finger marks of the glacier 
which never covered the southwest- 
ern portion of the state and. left 
thereby, one of the greatest freaks 
in geology. 
You will find, those 


northwest-southeast 
scratches 
on 


stones along Mendota or on the lime- 
stone bluffs1" at .Sunset point. . No 
wonder the .Indians called that glac- 
ier the great ice serpent. 


If,you.would like to examine the. 


bowels of the earth, follow along 
that ridge to the southward until 
within a mile and a half of Verona. 
There • you will find a cave called 
Richardson's Cave or the great Cave 
of Dane county, made by the out- 
wash from the glacier, and now 
slowly filling with the mud and sed- 
iment of years. And you may enter 
that cave on hands and- knees, wad- 
dle through the mud for several 
hundred feet until you feel that you 
would 'prefer to go with Jean Val- 
jean through the sewers of Paris 
rather than go any farther. Indians 
say that a treasure is hurried within 
a day's walk of the Four Lakes and 
only a few years ago a southern In- 
dian appeared in Madison to search 
for treasure. • It might be in that 


cave—no man 'has ever been to the 
end, and if- you are persistent en- 
ough you may enter until you reach' 
the huge sandstone stratum below 
the limestone cap. 
What happens 


then no one can tell, no one has been 
brave enough to explore—you may 
discover a cave larger than the 
Mammoth cave of Kentucky, for 
sandstone cuts easily and under- 
ground water may have carved out 
enormous caverns in the soft un- 
derlying rock. 


Turn to the right, look along the 


west end of Lake Mendota until you 


• see the little cluster of houses which 
is Pheasant Branch. That too was 
once a bidder for the Capitol city; 
and,-had' its Jog-rolling in the early 
legislature/at'B.elmont proved effec- 
tive, there might be no Madison ex.

"A Little Ride"

(he wonderful progress that has 'been 
made in twenty years. Less than twenty 
years ago, a student at the university, 
when ho hired a rig at Brown's livery 
stable on State street,' used to think that 
the trip lo Middleton was quite an un- 
dertaking.

takes as a matter of course a little trip 
to Chicago or Milwaukee in his automo- 
bile over the week end.

In 1836, when the first white wom- 


;m, Mrs. Eben Peck, came to Madison by 
team, they left Blue Mounds on a Thurs- 
day noon and arrived in Madison Friday 
night. Here is an account of the trip as 
told in one of the Dane county histories: 


We started from 
the 
Brighara Place, at 


Blue; Mounds, on Thursday, the 13th of April, 
after dinner, with our teams, I riding on an 
Indian pony. We rode about seven miles where 
nome person had made a claim, and camped 
there for the night with a teni over us. The 
next day, we pushed'on,—a more pleasant day 
I never wish to sec,—but I had a severe head- 
ache before night. We pitched our tent on a 
little rise of the ground, within three miles of 
Madison; spread our beds and rested comfort- 
i:\i\y till near three o'clock on Saturday morn- 
ing, when we were awakened by a tremendous 
wind storm, and howling of wolves, ind snow 
four or six inches deep,-which continued to fall 
until after we arrived in Madison. 


In 1S14, Judge E. W. Keyes came to 


Madison from Lake Mills, drawn, in a 
ramshackle wagon by an Indian pony. In 
1906, 
Judge Keyes read a paper before 


tho Madison Women's club, in which he 
(ipsCTibect tho trip as follows: _ 


In July, .184-I, J first caught a glimpse of the 


viUacT of Madison, five miles away. I was then 
a l:i>y uf .-uxli-en, and 1 drove in from Lake Mills 
on the old military road from Milwaukee to 
Madison with my sister, Mrs. George Hyc.r, 
whose husband was pri.iter and editor of "The 
Knijuiny," the first newspaper published in 
Madison. Our conveyance was decidedly prim- 
itive. It was a ramshackle of a wagon drawn 
by an Indian pony. On the route, we passed 
only two or -three lop houses. As we traveled 
on, from the point of old Cottage Grove, we 
seemed gradually to ascent a high incline. On 
arriving at its crest, a golden vision burst upon 
our view. The sun was setting, and as our gaze 
took in the landscape from the present site of 
the ChynQweth farm, where the road begins 
to descend, we were entranced with the beauti- 
ful vista presented. 


Immediately in front; there seemed to be an 


undulating prairie; 
farther 
f-n, groves, and 


there came a sheet^of water sparkling in the 
sunlight, and still farther our eyes rested on 
the western snore of Monona, and then'up.its 
banks to the few scattering hovses dimly vis- 
'tt>1c, that beautiful spot which heretofore had 
rested only in our mind's eye. The gorgeous 
•oloring of the evening sky, set in crimson and 
purple and gold, made a lasting impression 
upon my boyish mind, to be recalled in matnrer 
years when the receding shores of Lake Meri- 
dota and tho hills and heaven beyond were il- 
lumined in a glow of splendor and beauty un- 
surpassed in any land under tho sun. 


We sped onward, anxious to reach our des- 


tination before the sun should sink behind the 
western tills. On cither side was'all -native 
wildness; no farms nor improvements, nothing 
hardly indicative of civilization. Soon we cross- 
ed the historic Starkweater bridge, and, wind- 
ing along the lake shore for a distance, we 
penetrated a dense woodland most of the way 
until we reached the Catfish. From that time 
on, until wo ascended the hill on King street, 


, the underbrush was very dense, with no resi- 


dences in view. 
About where Breckheimer's 


establishment stands, we pulled out of the road 
and up to a little frame house where we alight-

When a. person, 
rides by in a comfortable auto on the 
cement highways that abound in Green 
county, he cannot but reflect on the 
years and years of hard labor that were 
put in by these hardy pioneers"to make 
southern Wisconsin the wonderful agri- 
cultural section that it .has come to be. 
Wisconsin owes these people a debt of 
gratitude for the pioneer work which 
they did.

DEFINES AMERICANISM 


[To the Editor]: The attempts of the many 


friends and representatives of special interests 
to head off and smother the forward tendencies 
that are bound to develop in a democracy where 
most of the voters are intelligent beings would 
be pathetic if th'ey /were not so ridiculous. ' The 
directing of invective against any party, or 
the hurling of epithets at the heads'of those 
who are known as "Progressive Leaders" consti- 
tutes the acme non-essential occupations. 


The nation is not in danger of falling into the 


hands of radicals. It'is not in danger of being 
overthrown by La Follette or'Borah or any oilier 
person. The nation is now pretty largely in-the 
hands of the citizens. : It will probably remain 
mote or less in their hands, despite1 the efforts 
of industrial exploiters to seize it for the pur- 
•pose fo augmenting their private fortunes. 


There is no question that in times past there 


have been "malefactors if great (or near great) 
wealth;" who'have used every means at. their 
eo'mmand to,'appropriate the forces of gov,ern- 
ment and resourses of the public'to their own 
selfish ends. They have done it'under every 
inaginable guise... Nor is their race extinct. The 
present vogue of masking their'efforts back of 
a "patriotic" camouflage is not new. There have 
always been "profiteers" and "patrioteers" and 
there will be as long as human greed and sel- 
fishness remain. 


New I have nothing against these people 


meeting, discussing, passing resolutions and 
presenting candidates. That is their privilege, 
if not .their'duty. But they have no right to 
enforce .their opinions, their decisions, nor their 
private interests, nor to advance them, as the 
only brand of simon-pure "Americanism." That 
only is American which the majority of Ameri- 
cans, acting and voting as intelligently and as 
unitedly as possible, declare to; be American. 
And if that be Socialism in any form,. so let it 
be. 


Americans should always trend toward a more 


effective democracy. It should always trend 
toward a more universal equality of opportun- 
ity, and a more complete unity of action.

'When the 
people cease to think independently, they are in 
danger of failing to act independently. When 
they cease to act independently, then : an- 
archy or monarchy of one sort or another, will 
swallow up the American experiment in popular 
government, and "government of • the people, 
by the people and for the people" shall have 
perished from the earth.—H. E. Cotton, Wiscon- 
sin Rapids, Wis.
